Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan

Dayan’s instructions to envoys will 
streas that Israel's peace plan 18 ful- 
ly in harmony with Resolution 242, in 
particular the proposals for Arab 
autonomy in Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza Strip. 

As cabinet secretary Arye Naor 
explained to reporters yesterday, “if 
the Arab states table counter- 
proposals to our peace plan and to 
our scheme for autonomy, we shall 
discuss these in a practical vein, just 
as we expect them to discuss our 
Proposals and plans in a practical 
vein.” 


Naor said the instructions would 
stress that 242 entails negotiations 
and agreements between states — 
these agreements to provide for the 
establishment of secure and 
recognized borders for this country. 
The apparent purpose of this 
emphasis would be to rule out once 


again any role for the PLO. 

There was nothing new in the prin- 
ciples underlying Dayan‘s instruc- 
tions, Naor said. The Knesset had 
already approved them; the govern- 
ment had already embodied them in 
its latest draft of the declaration of 
principles submitted to Egypt: and 
Premier Menahem Begin had 
already discussed them with U.5. 
President Jimmy Carter at the 
White House. 

The cabinet secretary explained 
thet the embassies abroad required 
these guidelines in the wake of 8 
flood of reports alleging that Israel 
had changed its stand on Security 
Councli Resolution 242. This alleged 
change, Naor implied, meant a 
refusal to apply the resolution to Jor- 
dan entirely.

The first legaliy binding outline 
plan embracing all of united 
Jerusalem was approved last night 
‘by the City Council. 

The plan envisions the city’s pop- 
ulation climbing from today’s 380,000 
to 450,000 by 1982. 


Ten years from then, the popula- 
tion is to reach 530,000 with a total 
population in the Jerusalem 
metropolitan area (including 
Bethlehem and Beit Shemesh) of 
about one million — about double 
what it is today. 


The outline plan, which must be 
| approved ‘by the District Planning 
Commission before becoming law, 
will replace the e: plan ap- 
proved in 1959, but actually compiled 
four years earlier. 


It was amended 2,500 times as it 
became outdated. Its major draw- 
back, however, was that it related 
only to that part of Jerusalem which 
had been under Israeli rule before 
the Six Day War, 88 square 
kilometres. 

Annexation of East Jerusalem 
added 70 additional square 
kilometres. About half this area has 
been covered by local outline plans 
drawn up in the past decade for the 
Old City and its environs and for the 
new neighbourhoods across the 
Green Line. 

The other half, however, con- 
sisting of rural Arab areas, was not 
covered by any legal plan. The 
municipality permitted bullding In 
these areas within certain 
limitations. The new outline plan will

U.S. Evangelical group brings 
message from Sadat to Begin

A top-level mission of American 
Evangelical leaders is to deliver 
tomorrow 2 special verbal message . 
from Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat to Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin. reportedly stressing Sadat's 
desire to pursue a peaceful seftle- 
ment with Israel. 3 

The fact-finding and good will mia- 
sion, led by the Rev. Billy Zeoli and 
Pastor Jerry Falwell, arrived 
yesterday in Jerusalem via Allenby 
Bridge from Amman. They were 
flown to Amman from Aswan in an 
Egyptian presidential plane. 

They met with President Sadat for 
nearly one hour on Saturday in 
Aswan. In Amman, they met with 
Crown Prince Hassan and leading 
members of the Jordanian govern- 
ment. 

Members of the group last night 
declined to digclase the contents of 
their message from Sadat before 
they transmit it to Prime Minister 
Begin. But according to earlier 
reports from Cairo, Sadat told the 
mission in Aswan that Israel could 
be reassured of his pledge that the 
1973 October war was the last war 
between Egypt and Israel. 

“There shall be no more wars 
between my country and Israel," 
Sadat reportedly said, noting that 
armed confrontation was no longer 
an option in Egypt's political 
struggle. ‘This is my position. When 
they are ready for peace, I shall be 
— however not at the expense of my 
land or our sovereignty,” Sadat was 
reported to have said, emphasizing

<A FEDERAL court ruled that only 
Judge Stump could be Uable, since it 
was he who had authorized the 
operation, and that he was immune 
as a judge trom the 65 Of 
hig judicial acts even when they 
were based on ‘‘an erroneous view of 
the law." 

The U.S. Court of Appeal reversed 
this decision, holding that the judge 
had “not acted within hig 6- 
tion,” having forfeited his immunity. 
“because of his failure to comply 
with elementary principles of due 
process," Judge Stump appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 

The doctrine of judicial immunity 
is designed to ensure that a judge 
will act independently without fear 
of the personal consequences. In 
1872, the Supreme Court held that 
judges were absolutely immune 
from monetary Hability “for judicial 
acts, even when such acts are in ex- 
cess of their jurisdiction and are 
alleged to have been done malicious- 
ly or corruptly." 

Linda's case turned primarily on 
whether Judge Stump'’s approval 
‘was a judicial act even though there 
was no authorization for it in state 
law or judicial precedent. 

Conceding that Judge Stump's ap- 
proval had no legal authority, 
Justice Byron White (reading the 
majority opinion) said that immuni- 
ty was broad enough to cover “even 
grave procedural errors,"' despite 
unfairness to litigants that

“A judge will not be deprived of 
immunity because the ers took 
was in error, was done maliciously 
or was in excess of authority. Rather 
he will be subject to Mability only 
when he has acted in the clear 
absence of all joriadiction."* 


NOWADAYS, dissenting opinions 
are seldom read from the bench in 
the Supreme Court. This time, 
however, Justice Potter Stewart 
read aloud most of the minority opi- 
nion by himself, Justice Thurgood 
Marshall and Justice Lewis Powell. 

According to Justice Stewart, 
what Judge Stump did “was in no 
‘way an act normally performed by a 
Judge. Indeed, there is reason to 
believe that such an act has never 
been performed by any other In- 
diana judge, before or since."" 

Mrs. McFarlin's ‘‘faise illusions" 
as to Judge Stump’s authority to ap- 
prove a sterilization operation ‘‘can 
hardly convert a judge's response to 
those Illusions into a judicial act... a 
Judge is not free, like a loose cannon, 
to inflict indiscriminate damage 
whenever he ammounces that he is ac- 
ting in his judicial capacity.” 

Many Americans are uncomfor- 
table with a decision that has 
protected the socially valuable doc- 
trine of judicial immuntty at the cost 
cf some of the basic constitutional 
and human rights of a minor. 

The legal! director of the American 
Civil Liverties Union, Bruce Ennis, 
commented bluntly that the ruling 
meant that "judges can violate 
citizens’ constitutional rights and get 
away with it.” His organization will 
now ask Congress to change the law.

~ Czech 
Jewry 
in decline 


LONDON (JTA). — The Jewish com- 
munity of Czechoslovakie is steadily 


‘declining and is now belleved to 


number about 15,000, compared with 
the 30,000 re, ἃ in the census of 
1850, and the 400,000 who lived in the 
country before World War I. 

‘The present total of about 15,000 
can be gai from a new report by 
the International Council of Jews 
from Czechoslovakia, stating that 
last year the community had 
between 6,000 and 7,000 registered 
adult members. 

The report — the first of its kind on 
post-war Jewry in Czechoslovakia — 
also shows that one third of the Jews 
living there in 1968 had since died. 
The number of localities in which 
Jews reside has also fallen since 1965 
— from 193 to 174. - 

The capital, Prague, still has the 
largest number of registered con- 
gregants — 644 at the end of last year 
compared with 934 in 1968, followed 
by Brno with 237 members (205 in 
1968), Ostrava with 122 (154 in 1968), 
and Bratislava with 88 (314 in 1988). 


MUCH of the information in the Ὁ 
report is culled from ‘*Vestnik," the 
official monthly organ of Czech 
Jewry. first launched 40 years ago. 

Today its readera include former 
Czech Jews living In Western coun- 
tries. The latest issue, com- 
memorating the paper's 40th an- 
niversary, pays tribute to its pre-war 
editors,-Gustav Fleischmann, Dr. 
Frantisek Friedmann and Josef 
Pollack as well as to its post-war 
editor, Dr. Rudolf Litis, who died last 
year.

: FEW FRUITS have become as pop- 
-Mar as the tomato. Their long- 


standing popularity has greatly en- 
touraged research, and much has 
peen done to improve yield and 
quality. Thanks to the mild climate 
in various parts of Israel, the tomato 
{solanum lycopersicum, or agvania 
In Hebrew) appears in our markets 


‘year-round. There is hardly a 


‘household, restaurant, hotel or © 


military field kitchen where the 
‘tomato does not appear in an endless 
variety of dishes. 

The tomato in a way is a source of 
national pride when one sees the 
youthful farmers of Kibbutz Mitzpe 
Shalem near Ein Gedi cultivating 
what was a salt-soaked sandy 


“wilderness and harvesting tons of 
—~tasty red tomatoes. I had the un- 


forgettable experience of seeing the 


‘farmer girls and boys picking the 


fruit while humming Beethoven's 
Ninth Symphony. And there are the 
new immigrant farmers of Yamit 
with green-house tomato crops grow- 
ing on trellises to an unimaginable 


History. The history and origin of 
the tomato plant remain somewhat 
of a mystery. There are no records of 
the.plant of any sort on old pottery or 
sculpture, nor any scriptural! 
references. It is clear that tomatoes 


‘were not known in this country in 


biblical times. 

It is generally eccepted that 
Columbus brought the tomato to 
Europe from Central America, but 
the earliest reference to it appears iq 
be that of Matthiolus, an Italian 
botanist who described it in his her- 


"hal of 1554. He called it pomi d’ora 


(apple of gold). 
French gardeners in 1570 began to 


. cultivate tomatoes as ornamental

Since this plant is very sensitive to 
cold, it had to be grown in heated

appear in a London market as an edi- 
ble fruit. 

People were afraid to eat it 
because of its similarity to other 
poisonous plants in the nightshade 
family like the deadly nightshade 
(atropa beliadonna). Only four 
decades ago the tomato began to be 
truly popular as a food. 

The first tomatoes to come into 
this country, I believe, came with 
Napoleon's army, which fought in 
Jaffa and Acre in 1799. The French 
soldiers took “love apples” overseas 
to gain the love of native girls. It 
may be that the Arab word for 
tomatoes, bandura, derives from the 
French pomme d’amour or the 
Ttalian pomt d’ora.

THE modern-day popularity of 
tomatoes is in large part due to their 
easy cultivation and their extremely 
high food value. The tomato is richer 
than many other fruits in vitamin B 
complex, has a very high vitamin C 
eontent and equals lettuce and 
spinach in vitamin A. Cooked orraw, 
the tomato is a most valuable addi- 
tion to our diet. 

Cultivation,.I hope that many 
readers have followed the advice of 
previous columns and planted 
tomatoes in thelr gardens or in pots 
or baleony containers. Here I shall 
briefly repeat the main rules of 
gultivation. ____-. pie 

Tomatoes need a sunny location. 
Plant in every kind of soil from April 
(in warmer regions from March) un- 
til August. Seedlings should be 50 
em. apart with not less than 60 cm. 
between rows. This spacing is for 
home gardens where ali work is done 
by hand and not by motorized 
cultivators. 

Species. Every season new tomato 
types with fancy names and varied 
colours and shapes appear in inter- 
national seed catalogues. One old 
kind of tomato, with asymetric, juicy 
fruit is the marmand tomato, which 
has been well-established in this 
country for more than 40 years. Its 
seeds are available in all local seed 
shops.

. All tomato plants must be 


‘staked or tied (by raffia) to a 


stretched wire net. This keeps the 
vines neat and the fruit off the 
ground, where it might rot from 
touching wet soil. Staking also per- 
mits pruning and better plant con- 
trol. 
Put stakes in as you plant or soon 
afterwards. T] Tie branches to the 
Ricowng lant produce 
quick-growing pi may 
sprouts from day to day. Decide if 
you prefer one single stem or two. 
Then cut all new suckers appearing 
at leaf axils. Don't take out bloom 
(fruit) clusters by mistake (see 
drawing!). If new sprouts are per- 
mitted to develop, they will form a 
great tangted plant with ten or more 
stems and very small fruit. 
Mulching helps tomato plants to 
stay moist during hot weather. This 
soll cover also keeps down weeds 
and modifies soil temperature. If 
you use an organic mulch, turn it 
into the soil after the season 
ends, It will decompose and greatly 
improve the soil structure, leaving 
the ground ready for the next crop. 
There are many kinds of mulch 
material. Use what is locally 
available at no cost. Apply generous- 
ly to get a mulch layer 10-15 cm. 
high. Put the mulch on when the soil 
is moist but not soggy. Favoured 
organic mulches are straw, hay, 
lawn clippings, sawdust, dry pine 
needles, dry leaves or well-rotted 


(self-produced) compost. Black 
plastic sheets or rolls are the newest 
mulch" material. They do not 
decompose and can be used season 
after season. (They are used in Kib- 
butz Bin Gedi’s hydroponic 
vegetable farm). 

‘Tomatoes have shallow roots and 
therefore greatly benefit from mulch 
around their base. Start muiching as 
soon as the soll warms. Another 
cheap and readily available muich 
material is old newspaper. Hold 
down with stones so it won't blow 
away with the wind. 


Additional feeding. If you are for- 
tunate enough to have rich loamy or 
red soil, simply spade in between the* 
rows and around the plants when the ' 
soil is not too wet and spread on 
superphosphate or a general fer- 
tilizer (not too close to the stems) 
evenly and rake it in. If your soil is 
sandy, add 8 layer of rotted compost 
or dry manure, as well as 
superphosphate or general fertilizer 
before you spade and rake. A hand- 
ful of superphosphate serves four 
plants. 


Watering. To avoid rust and 
mildew, it is best to water tomatoes 
by a drip system or in trenches. Use 
a hose, not a sprinkler. This way 
leaves will stay dry, and the water 
will reach the roots only. Well- 
watered plants are healthier and 
more disease resistant. The 801] 
must always remain slightly molat 
— but not be soaked. Once a month, 
before . let the soil become 8 
little bit drier than usual.

Seruaslem Post Reporter 
A building contractor waz engaged 
by the Jerusalem Economie Cor- 
poration — by ne rather 
than sealed bid — despite the fact 
that his price was five per cent above 
another contractor's for the same 


job. 
Following this project, says the 
State Comptroller in a report on 
JEC, the same contractor was 
awarded more jobs as a ‘‘con- 
tinvation” of the first project, on the 
basis of the same price estimates — 
and without a tender or even 
acknowledgement of offers from 
firms, 


by the Government, the Jewish 
Nationa! Fund, the Jerusalem 
. Municipality, Hevrat Ovdim — the 
Histadrut's holding company — and 
by individuals. 

The awarding of contracts which 
raised doubts in the State Comp- 
troller's mind concerned the con- 
struction, at the end of 1970, of ten 
sections in Atarot, the city's new in- 
dustrial zone. 

Of the ten sections, seven were 
awarded without tenders, and four 
out of these seven — for construction 
of one-storey metal-walled struc- 


tures — went to the same contractor, 
the one who charged five per cent 
more than his competitors. 

The State Comptroller recognizes 
the corporation's prerogative of us- 
ing negotiated arrangements rather 
than tenders for selecting building 
contractors — ἃ, decision in principle 
approved by the Jerusalem 
Economic Corporation's board of 
directors. 

However, the State Comptroller 
deplores the fact that the company 
does not see fit to maintain ἃ file on 
various contractors it negotiates 
with, their cost estimates and — in 
the case of tenders — results of the 
tenders. 

Another criticlam is that the com- 
pany does not make its own cost es- 
timates for projects, to serve as aids 
in judging between, bida put forward 
by various contractors. 


A contract awarded to a sub. 


sidiary of Mekorot Water Company 
Ltd. — Mekorot Building and 
Development Ltd. — is cited by the 
State Comptroller as ill-conceived 
and ill-executed, since it grants the 
firm benefits not made available to 
another firm with which a similar 
contract was signed at the same 
time. 


Banks earn much less than 
the public thinks: Messer

TEL AVIV. — Examiner of Banks 
Oded Messer estimates that in real 
terms the banks earned only two to 
four per cent profit last year — in 
spite of an accounting profit of 90 per 
cent. On paper the banks earned 
ILS3b. .— but the pound lost more 
than 80° per cent inflation 
and devaluation, Messer told the 
Rotary Club here on Thursday. 

The banks proved their efficiency 
last October, when they reopened 30 
hours after the announcement of the 
NEP without a hitch. They could im- 
prove their performance, however, 
by restricting wage rises and in- 
troducing appropriate technical 
measures, Messer said. He did not 
think the banks were charging too 
much for their services. 

What worrted him, however, 
Messer said, was that bank assets 
rose two and a half times, while the 
Gross National Product showed 
practically no increase last year. 
That waa not αὶ healthy sign, even 
taking into account that local banks 


supply many services which banks 
in other countries do not, such as 
handling the payment of wages to 
government employees. There are 
also ‘‘managerial ambitions,*’ 
Messer suspected. “They love to in- 
flate money movements by transfers 
from one institution to another.” 


The three major banks, he reveal- 
ed, accounted for nearly 92 per cent 
of all banking activity here, 2 state 
of affairs which promised greater 
stability to investors. Over a third of 
the banks’ activities was abroad. 
“The local market seems too narrow 
for them,” he said. 


One of the unproductive efforts un- 
dertaken by the banks is handling 
15,000 bouncing cheques a day, 
Messer said. Half of these have no 
cover.. The banks would like the 
authorities to allow them to impose 
heavy fines on who write 
cheques which have no cover, but the 
Bank Examiner suggests instead 
that no bank accounts be opened for 
persons who cannot guarantee good 
behaviour. 
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Constructive ambiguity? 
HIDDEN beneath the purposely convoluted language of the 
Government spokesman's statement yesterday on Israel's posi- 
tion on Security Coumeil Resolution 242 is evidence that the 
government has at last recognized that its previous position was 
diplomatically damaging and that it is now trying in some way 
to correct itself. ἢ 

Prime Minister Begin has never made a secret of his outright 
opposition to anything that smacks of Israeli withdrawal from 
any part of Judea, Samaria and Gaza. But recourse to the 
record of the past few months fails to come up with any evidence 
of a public statement by the Prime Minister rejecting the 
applicability of the principles of 242, which speak of Israeli 
withdrawal from territories occupied in 1967, to these areas. 

The first report of such an Israeli position filtered out from 
American sources during the course of the shuttle talks con- 
ducted by U.S. Ambassador Mr. Atherton. There was no confir- 
mation from Mr. Begin, although such confirmation could be in- 
ferred from comments made by the Premier's confidant, 
Minister Without Portfolio Haim Landau. 

Within a few days, however, President Carter, later followed 
by his foreign policy aides, zeroed in on this issue by warning 
Israel against ‘‘abandonment"' of 242, which he implied could 
well put an end to any progress in the peace initiative. 

Israel's ‘‘abandonment of 242"" has since become the most 
effective stick with which the Carter Administration has been 
beating Israel in the court of American — and American Jewish 
— publie opinion. This, despite Mr. Carter's own abandonment 
of the principles of 242 by his injection of the "legitimate rights 
of the Palestinians'’ which was clearly not included in the 
careful drafting of that resolution by the U.S. and Britain. 

Mr. Begin fell into this trap and his own ideological obstinacy 
has prevented him from extricating himself — and Israel — 
from it despite the damage that it was doing to Israel's position 
in the U.S. 

Yesterday's Cabinet decision should be read as grudging ac- 
quiescence that something had to be done to get Mr. Begin and 
the Government to back off from the precarious limb on which 
they had been pushed. It was, however, politically unreasonable 
to expect Mr. Begin and his Cabinet to come out with a clear 
statement of Israeli preparedness to entertain specific 
proposals for withdrawal from the West Bank. 

Yesterday’ 8 signal, as engineered by Foreign Minister 
Dayan, is meant to indicate that Israel] would wish to consider 
the entire 242 chapter of the past month and a half as closed. The 
official position now is that Israel accepts the applicability of 
the principles contained in 242 to all the surrounding Arab states 
— including Jordan — but not to the non-state entity of the West 
Bank. 

The Cabinet has gone further: it has stated that while it con- 
tinues to stand by the peace plan presented to President Carter 
in Washington and President Sadat in Ismailiya it is prepared to 
consider alternative plans from the Arab side as bases for 
further discussion. No such plans have yet been put forward. 

Mr. Dayan has apparently held for some time that there is 
enough room in Isrzel's position to permit more semantic flex- 
ibility than Mr. Begin would consider on the issue of 242. This 
‘was necessary not only to make progress with Egypt but also to 
obtain a basis for agreement with the U.S. 

Yesterday's decision is an indication of sorts that the Cabinet 
and Mr. Begin have accepted a good measure of Mr. Dayan’s 
perception in advance of Mr. Begin’s visit to the U.S. 

No doubt much ambiguity and vagueness still exists. But if 
the will is there, both ii Washington and in Cairo, this vagueness 
could itself be seized upon as an opportune widening of the 
negotiating ambit. 


Change of command 


. THE OUTGOING Israel Defence Forces Chief of Staff, Rav Aluf 
Mordechai Gur, has completed his four-year tour of duty fully 
meriting the thanks of the nation for a difficult job well done. 

“‘Motta"’ Gur became Chief of Staff when the fortunes of the 

IDF were at their lowest ebb. Despite the professionally im- 

pressive victory which had turned the tables on the Egyptian 

. and Syrian enemies during the Yom Kippur War, dangerous 

eracks had appeared in the army's self image and in the 

public's confidence in the IDF. 

In 1974 the challenges were many: the losses in men and 
equipment had to be restored; the army had to be expanded; the 
enervating ‘‘wars of the generals” in the high command had to 
be cut short; and confidence had to be restored. _ 

ΓΈ Gur's performance in overseeing these tasks was ex- 
emplary. He made no secret of the fact that he was also a 
political general, and his involvement in the determination of 
policy, not only its execution, grew apace under the Labour 
government, and even in the final months of his tour of duty un- 
der the present government. 

R/A Rafael Hitan, the new Chief of Staff, comes from the same 
background of. fighting men as does Motta Gur, but he is very 
different from his predecessor in his obvious non-political style. 
There is good reason to believe that this was one of the reasons 
why he was preferred for the post. 

There is much to be said for a clearer division of duties 
between the civilian controlled Ministry of Defence and the 
professional military. R/A Eitan, as Chief of Staff, will perhaps 
make the formulation of such a clear distinction easier, while 
| emphasizing the professionalism needed to run a large and 
technologically sophisticated army like the IDF. 

R/A BHitan's reputation as a stickler for meticulous perfor- 
mance will be sorely needed to take on one of the major tasks:

PARALLEL WITH SOUTH VIETNAM 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Clearly, it is difficult to find 
many parallels between a viable, 
parliamentary democracy like 
Israel and South Vietman. Clearly, 
Israel can neither be denounced for 
having a government which does not 
represent her people nor can she be 
accused of that our soldiers 
fight for her. Nevertheless, Israel, as 
a close ally of the United States, is 
now confronting pressures quite 
similar to those faced by South Viet- 
nam, another ally of the United 
States, during the peace negotiations 
in Paris. 

Then, in Paris, South Vietnam 
pleaded with the United States that it 
was suicidal to agree to ἃ cease-fire 
as long as the North Vietnamese troops 
operated inside South Vietnam. 
However combined pressures’ ex- 
erted by (1) the U.8. government, 
(2) the North Vietnamese propagan- 
da maintaining thet there were no 
North Vietnamese troops in South 
Vietnam and (3) the public opinion 
molded by the communications 
media, forced the South Vietnamese 
government to yield on this key 
security issue. Soon after, South 
Vietnam disappeared from the map 
while another of the United 
States in South-East Asia, Cam- 
bodia, was subjected to systematic 
genocide. 

Today, a similar combination of 
pressures by (1) the U.S. govern- 


ment, (2) the Arab propaganda and 
(8) the communications media, is at 
work for “‘peace"’ in the 
Middle East. In the process, Israel’s
